IT SURPRISED HIM. 


A Man Who Knew Nothing of His 
Wife’s Suit for Divorce. 


JAMES ©. LIGHTNER SPEAKS OF THE 
PROCEEDINGS AGAINST HIM. 


He fEays They Have Never Had Any 
Trouble, and That His Life Will Be 
Dreary Without Her-—Rather Than 
Oppose Her Suit He Will Leave the 
City—Other Cases. 


James C. Lightner, whose wife, Demaris J. 
Lightner, sued for divorce on Dec. 15, called 
at the Circuit Clerk’s office this mornin?’ and 
asked to see the petition inthecase. He 
paid he had just learned of the divorce pro- 
ceedings and wanted to satisfy himself that 
what he heard was true. He said he could 
not understand his wife’s course in the 
matter. There was no trouble between them, 


that he was aware of, he claimed, and he 
gaid they never had had any serious differ- 
erences. 

Lightner is a conductor on the Chouteau 
avenue division of the Lindell Railway, or 
was until yesterday, when he drew his time 
and announced that he intended leaving the 
cityand going he knew not where. The 
Lightners have lived at 2227 Olive street. Mrs, 
Lightner still runs a furnished room house at 
thatnumber. Lightner, who used to bea 
conductor on the Olive Street Line, has been 
rooming away from home, because he claims 
he was compelled to do so to be near his 
work. They have no children. In her suit 
for divorce Mrs. Lightner charges her hus- 
band with failure to support, treating her 
badly, staying out at night and passing him- 
self off_asan unmarried man. \

‘*I don’t see how she can make those 
charges,’’ said Lightner. ‘‘I have never 
treated her badly, norhave I ever passed 
myself offas an unmarried man. With re- 
gard to staying out at nights, I have done so, 
but it was when out working on 
my car. After working until 1 o’clock 
at night 1 would walk home from 
the car-house, getting home sometimes at 
1:30 or 2 o’clock, but I could not help that. As 
far as notsupporting her is concerned, I gave 
herallthatlearned excepting just enough 
to pay a few necessary expenses. I have been 
sick a good deal this summer, and could not, 
of course, make much. I have been 
running as an extra on the 
Chouteau avenue line, and gave 
her nearly alll made. The pay before last I 
drew $24, and gave her $20. Yesterday I 
called to see her and offered her half of what 
I drew, but she refused to take it, saying that 
if she took it it would injure hercase. Icol- 
lected $20 which was owing to me and I 
offered her that, but she refused It also.

THE DEAL COMPLETE. 


The National League and the American 
Association Are Now One Organization. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Dec. 18.—At 4 o’clock 
this morning a meeting in the club-room of 
the Bates adjourned, and with its adjourn- 
ment the first meeting of the National League 
& American Association of Professional Base 
Ball Players ended. This is the name 
of the consolidated base ball organt- 
zations, which met this morning 


separately, heard final reports from com- 
mittees, terminated their affairs and dis- 
solved, At the meeting that lasted all night, 
Niek Young waselected president and secre- 
tary and treasurer of the new League and 
Zack Phelps was chosen as_ solicitor. 
The headquarters will remain as 
in the oid League, at Washington. 
The Board of Directors was drawn by lot, 
and was composed of members equally from 
the Eastern and Western Circuits. The mem- 
bers are Brush, of Cincinnati; Von der Ahe, 
of St. Louls; Hart, of Chicago; Soden, of Bos- 
ton; Von der Horst, of Baltimore; and Scan- 
lon, of Washington, President Young has 
et to name the Schedule and 
laying Rules Committee. The new 
League is organized on an _  iron-clad 
ten-year basis, and no club can be dropped 
without the unanimous consent of the clubs, 
including the one to be dropped, an‘1a three- 
fourths vote is necessary to change the con- 
stitution, Theterms of settlement with the 
clubs are said to have been satisfactory to all 
parties, but President Young is author- 
for the statement that the 
figures will not be given 
for some time. It is understood that 
Boston received $37,500; Philadelphia, $43,000; 
Columbus, $16,000; Chicazo, $13,000, and Mil- 
waukee $6,000,a totalof $105,500. The Mil- 
waukee figures may be a few thousand more. 
In an interview with a reporter 
Presideat Young said that the new 
organization starts out with the most 
brilliant future, ‘‘Theold League and the 
old Association are ended,’’ said he, ‘‘and a 
new order of things prevails. The old League 
never owed a debt after it was due,’’ though, 
he added, ‘*we had to walk the floor consid- 
erably in 1890. The cessation of this war 
means a revival of interest in the na- 
tional game. There is a _ representative 
club in every city and only one, and the re- 
moval of the division of patronage stimulates 
local enthusiasm as well as enhances the 
prosperity ofthe club. The news committees 
will revise the schedule system and improve 
the fleld aspects of the game, From alli these 
reasons, itishoped that the stimulus given 
the game will be permanent.’’

The Contractor Saves His Partner 
From Heavy §&prinkling Taxes. 


PRESIDENT BURNET CONCEDESA POINT 
TO THE MAYOR’S FRIEND. 


Delegate Kaye Gets Strong Reinforce- 
ment and the S&Sprinkling Bill Is 
Amended — Chairman Huber’s Re- 
quests Are Not Granted—Many Wheel- 
men Will Support the License Bill 


Col. W. H, Swift took a hand in the fight 
on the sprinkling bill this week, and played 
it pretty strongly. He got interested in the 
bill when his partner, Jerry Fruin, left the 
city last week. Fruin owns a big tract of 
land onthe Old Manchester road, and he had 
been backing up Delegate Thomas Kaye in 
his effort to prevent the sprinkling of 
that street. Delegate Kaye made slow, 
headway, and Fruin had about 
determined to goin himself and fight the bill 
when he was called away. Then he had a 
talk with Col. Swift and turned over the 
whole affair tohim. Hetook charge of the 
business, well pleased. Thereis nothing he 
ikes betterthana bit of political by-play, 
such as this was. Inthecourse of the next 
few days he contrived to see everybody in the 
City Hall who had anything to say in 
passing the Dill. He never talked directly 
about his object tothem, but approached it 
whkh circumspection. He always had some 
other business to bring him into the office of 
the man upon whom he wanted tomake an 
impression, but before he got out, every 
time, he would have contrived toturn the 
conversation to the sprinkling. That done,he 
would run out, as if he thought ita great 
joke, that Fruin was going to make it hot for 
the sprinkling bill if his partof the Man- 
chester road was kept init. ‘*In fact,’’ said 
the Colonel in one of those talks, ‘‘I think 
that if the road is Kept In the bill there won’t 
be a single special sprinkling tax paid next 
year. ’’ 
Nobody knows exactly what Ool. Swift 
means by that, but it was supposed that he 
was threatening a contest of the tax bill, and 
the Board of Public Improvements wants to 
avoid anything of that sort. The threat had 
an effect. When the board met to-day, Col. 
Swift was not there, but Delegate Kaye 
was. President eek, Burnet ~ sent 
for Sprinkling Superintendent W. L. Johnson 
with his maps, and looking at these it was 
rg eww y popes : e i gg at 
enue, @ pr r ofr Mr. F 
would be left out. aed — 
This was accordingly ordered to be aone, 
and then Delegate Kaye, fondly imagining 
that it was influence that had induced the 
a to recede from its position, demanded 
‘*There are over a hundred miles of streets

**Those pie are not complaining,’’ said

Nevertheless, the board would make no 
more changes tor him, and would not agree 
to the amendments that Delegate Conrad 
Huber wanted, Secretary Foster was di- 
rected to send down the billto the House of 
Delegates at once, andthe Board adjourned 
presently. 

President Burnet, who remained in the 

neite lOOKing over the bill, jumped up 
“There ig nO emergency clause in the 
bill,’’ he announced to Commissioner Dan 
Abie, who tad remained, too. ‘If 
we don’t put that In it will make us too fate 
to Ret out our special tax bills, and then there 
will be a pretty mess.’’ . 
\ Messengers were hastily dispatched all over 
the hall alter the commissioners. They were 
brought back, the board was reconvened and 
the emergency clause was added. Then the 
bill was sent to the House of Delegates.

Taxing the Wheelmen. 
Councilman William T. Anderson’s bill to 
make the wheelmeén pay a vehicle license is 
being discussed with animation in both the 
cycling clubs ofthecity. The bill imposes a 
tax of $1 on every bicyle and tricycle In the 


city. Thereis a wide daifference of opinion 
among wheelmen upon it. President Robert 
Missouris 


wheelmen who look upto him in some meas- 
ure, thinks the license would be a good 
thing. It would place the bicycle in the city 
intheclass of velitcles, and would cause it 
to be recognized generally asa vehicle. 

The courts have already decided thatitis, 
but the drivers of other vehicles seldom rec- 
ognize it as such untilthey are brought into 
court and haveto pay damages for wantonly 
runningover a wheel and its rider. 

Finding that a large number of the staiaer 
class of wheelmen, those who ride the wheel 
for health and business, would profit to fave 
the license put onthe cycles, the Committee 
on Ways and Meansof the Oounclil is very 
likely toreport the bilifavorably. If this is 
done both Houses will pass it in 
apts of the protest ofa few dealers and 
the younger wheelmen, as it will meana 
license itn value of nearly $4,000 for the city. 
All the dealers, however, do not oppose it. 
With them, as with the riders, there isa 
alfference ofopinion. D, Snitzer, for ex- 
ample,thinks that the tax would cause fewer 
wheels to be sold. Percy Stone believes that 
it would make no difference in the sales. 

Councilman Anderson introduced the bill 
with no idea of imposing a license on the 
wheels ridden by the boys, but the Council 
will meet great difficulty in discriminating. 
Being strictly a license bill, with no idea of a 
poll tax attached, it cannot be worded so as 
toapply only to wheels used by riders ofa 
certain age. 

Besides, one of the greatest of cycling nul- 
sances is a heedless half-grown boy 
on a wheel, riding . 
walks among pedestrians. 
these youngsters frequently do this down 
town, and are not arrested because the po- 
licemen don’t understand that the law makes 
it their duty to treat the bicycle exactly like 
any other buggy. One.of those young men 
rode down the west side of Sixth street this 
morning, through clerks and saleswomen 
hurrying to their work, to their great annoy- 
ance, of course. The policeman who stood on 
Locust street should have arrested him as he 
dismounted at the entrance of the Equitable 
building, but the officer was ignorant and 
merely looked on disa prone 

On the other hand, t 
exempt the wheel of the size for boys it will 
be found that many adult riders will escape, 
as there are wheels for men made. no larger 
than the wheels sold to youths. 

If Councilman Anderson gives up his idea 
of exempting boys’ wheels, and makes the 
bill tax all wheels, it will be opposed bitterly 
by many who are now its friends, particu- 
larly fathers whose young boys ride cheap 
wheels. 

Ubairman Cole will probably consider the 
bill in committee next week, and will havea 
large humber of wheelmen present,

DEFRAUDING THE GOVERNMENT. 


Tobacco Importers Detected Making 
Fraudulent Classifications, 

NEW YorK, Dec. 18.—Developments of a 
startling nature are to be made public soon 
which are likely to connect a number of large 
tobacco importers with attempting to de- 
fraud the government out of many thousands 
of dollars. Under orders from the Treasury 
Department at Washington the special agents 
of that department are now examining all of 
the tobacco now in the bonded warehouses in 


this city. Ofthis there are now 60,000 bales 
in storage and each bale averages about 
130 pounds. Mostof this tobacco has been 
imported as being cheap filling material on 
which a duty of only 85 cents a pound must 
be paid, but the investigations tlius far made 
show that at least two-thirds of the tobacco 
is of the finest havana to be used for wrap- 
ers. On thisaduty of $2 a pound ts col- 
ected. 

Those who are tn the scheme to defraud the 
Government went to work shrewdly, the 
quality of tobacco is found on the outside 
of the bales, but below the outer cover is the 
leaf tobacco. The agents now are examin- 
ing the bales which have been withdrawn 
from the bonded warehouses for use by the 
manufacturer. Charles 8, Wilbur, the 
special agent, refused yesterday to give the 
names of any of the importers who had been 
found to be a party of the scheme,

FLORENCE’S WILL CONTESTED, 


The Actor’s Surviving Brothers and Sis- 
ters Want a Share. ' 

New Yorx, Dec. 18.—There is to bea con- 
test over the will of the late William J. Flor- 
ence, the actor, which was filed for probate 
with the Surrogate on Tuesday last, as cer- 
tain relatives of Mr. Florence claim that he 
left a codicil which has in some manner dis- 
appeared. In the will which has been filed 
Mrs. Florence is named as the sole executrix 
and the entire estate of the dead actor is left 
to the wife, none of the actor’s brothers nor 
sisters getting even so much as a souvenir of 


which he picked up during his eventful 
career. The willon file was drawn May 5, 
1876, by Whitmore & Browne. It fs an 
**alternate’’ will, in which r. Florence 

rovided that his estate should goto his wife 

n case she survived him. Mrs. Florence ex- 
ecuted at the same time that it was made a 
will leaving her entire estate to her husband. 

The brothers and sisters of Mr. Florence, 
whose real name was Conlin, and who wasa 
full brother of Inspector Conlin of this city, 
professed to be surprised that a codicil] to 
this will has not been found. ba say that 
Mr. Fiorence repeatedly assu various 
members of the fainily, including the In- 
spector, that he h:d made a codicil some 
time before he was taken ill, in which he had 
left his relatives properly provided for out of 
his large means,and had especially made 
mete an fa for the care of his paralytic

La Grippe Sufferers Appeal to the State 
| Board of Health. 


REPORTS FROM COUNTY BOARDS CON- 
CERNING THE DISEASE. 


General Desire for the Issuance of «a 
Circular by the State Board of Health 
—What County Physicians Report Con- 
cerning the Scourge-—Many Patients 
Frightened to Death. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Dec. 18.—From all parts 
of the State reports are coming in to the 
State Board of Health concerning the 
ravages of la grippe, which is apparently 
prevalent in nearly every county. So much 
benefit followed the circular sent out by the 
board in reference to the means to be 
adopted to check the spread of diphtheria, 
that a number .of requests have been 
sent that a similar circular be 
sent out as regards the measures 
to be taken at the present — time, 
From the reports sent in by local physicians 
and boards of health it appears that as a rule 
the cases are lighter than those which ap- 
peared last year, and proportionately there 
are far fewer deaths. The reports show a 
wide difference of opinion among physicians 
on several important points, notably as to 
whethey the disease is infectious, contagious 
or merely epidemic, but nearly all agree that 
in many cases deathis duetofright. Those 
who give up the fight and expect death are by 
no means unlikely to pass away, while those 
who donot allow nervous terrors to over- 
come them have in nearly all instances 
recovered. Medical men and members of 
the State Board of Health now in thecity 
generally agree that the nervous cOnditions 
of sufferers from la grippe has a very great 
dealto do with their chances of recovery. 
While it is not at all probable that anything 
like wholesale prescription will be attempted 
by the board, in all likelihood a circular will 
600n be sent out prescribing the best means 
of avoiding the attacks of the scourge. Great 
stress will be laid upon the necessity 
of care and attention being paid tothe first 
symptomsof incipient colds, iight catarghs, 
etc., and the peel of warm woolen and fian- 
mel clothing. Especially should the chest 
and throat be protected. With proper care, 
and the avoidance of anything like panic, it 
is believed by medical men here that fatal 
cases Will be rare.

‘LAKE NAVIGATION. 


Proceedings of the Water Ways Con- 
vention at Detroit. 


DETROIT, Mich., Dec. 18.—When the Deep 
Water Ways Convention assembled this 
morning the Committee on Resolutions re- 
ported a lengthy memorial tothe Senate and 
House of Representatives setting forth the 
history of lake navigation and dilating upon 
the importance of the twenty-foot channel 
from Buffalo to Duluth and Chicago.

Surveys Made Across Guatemala for a 
Route. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—The Execu- 
tlve Committee of the Intercontinental 
Railway has been in session for several days 
in this city engaged in reviewing reports re- 
ceived from engineers, officers and others 
concerning the project. There are surveying 
parties in the fleld. The first surveying 
corps, underthe leadership of Capt. M. Ma- 


comb of the Fourth United States Artillery, 
has surveyed three lines through Guatemala 
from the Mexican boundary to Guatemala 
City. The most popular route runs through 
the coffee country, the second follows the 
coast and the third is across the highlands in 
the interior. 

Wim. F. Shunk has charge of the second 
party, which left Chiquito in Ecuador last 
June to survey northward. They had 
reached the city of Pappegan atthe head of 
the Cauco River, when last heard from, and 
are working down the river toward Panama. 
The third party started from Quito last fall 
under the leadership of J. M. Miller, but Mr. 
Miller’s health was broken by the climate 
and he was obliged to return to 
the United States, leaving Mr. Kelly 
in charge. Tho corps have surveyed a dis- 
tance of 490 miles, reaching the boundary of 
Peru. They will stretch their chains along 
the Maranon River to Cero de Passo, the 
terminus of the new Oroala Rallroad, and 
expect to complete their work in sixteen 
months. Next summer another corps will be 
organized to survey a line through Bolivia to 
form a connection with the new Brazilian 
line leading to Rio. 

The engineers report that their work has 
not proven nearly so difficult as was erx- 
pected. The country was said to be practi- 
cally impassable fora railroad, but no insur-

MISSISSIPPI RIVER IMPROVEMENT. 


The Legislative Committee Congratulates 
Secretary of War Elkins by Telegraph. 


At 12:45 o’clock this afternoon the Legis- 
lative Committee of the Commercial and 
Manufacturers’ Associations for the im- 
provement of ‘the Mississippi! River met in 
the Directors’ room of the Merchants’ 
Exchange. The Executive Committee 
of the same associations was to

There was devel- 
oped, however, a disposition to defer 
deiinite actionon the matter, and finally a 
motion to hold the question in abeyance un- 
til Monday night, when a special conference 
of the committee will be held at 
the University Club prevailed. At 
that meeting Maj. Miller, United States 
Chief of Engineers for Mississippi! River im- 
provement work, will be invited to be pres- 
ent and the committee will lay its plans be- 
fore him. Hon. F. G. Neidringhaus will also 
have returned by that date, so that the 
action of the full committee can then 
be taken.. Owing to the result of the Legisla- 
tion Committee’s meeting, the proposed 
meeting of the Executive COmmittee was 
postponed. The former committee adjourned 
after sending the following telegram of con- 
gratulation to the new Secretary of War:

DEAD AT THE WINDOW. 


For Three Days the Face of a Corpse Stared 
Through the Opening. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 18.—The inquest held on 
the body of Richard Harvey reveals the story 
of his death. “ Harvey was an iron worker, 
and lived at 6045 Greenwich street 
with his wife and two children. The wife’s 
father in Ohio fell fatally ill ana the daughter 
with her two children were called to his bed- 
side. 

Harvey was troubled with apoplexy and had 


often told his wife that he would die suddenly 
some day. The L road funs beneath the 
window of the house where the Harveys 
lived and the gateman often saw him sittin 
at the window. John Weaver an 
his family lived in the house adjoining. 
Harvey and Weaver were intimates. Last 
Sunday morning the two friends had had a 
short talk. Harvey wasin good spirits this 
time, and was happy in anticipation of the 
early home-coming of wife and daughters. 
Then he ascended to his room. 

Jerry, the gateman of the train that passed 
downtown an hour later, saw Harvey at the 
window. The day was breezy and golden and 
he appeared to be leaning out to drink in the 
air. A gateman often has more to occupy his 
time than looking at windows, and Jerry only 
looked for the familiar face on his first down 
tripon Monday. It was still there, wan and 
haggard, while theeyes looked straight at 
the cars. Thousands of ssengers must 
have seen that face for a Drief moment in 
passing and thought no more of it,

Harvey’s door was locked and the police- 
men_lurst it in. 
slightly out of the window. His chin rested 
on one hand, while the other clutched some 
papers. It was quite evident to Dr. Donlin 
that he had died of heart disease or apoplexy. 

Among Harvey’s letters this one shows the 
fear he constantly suffered: 

MY DEAR WiFE—I feel very bad and am afraid I am 
on the verge of an apoplectic stroke. There wiil be 
found on my person two hundred and fifty ($250) 
aollars. There is $100 (one hundred dollars) due me 
from the Tin-Roofers’ Association, 189 Bowery. 
Good-by. 

It was signed, ‘*Your loving husband, Rich- 
ardE. Harvey.’’ Another letter, bearing no 
date and unsigned, but written by the same 
hand, read: 

Sir—You will find two hundred ($250) and fifty 
dollars on my person, which I wish you would for- 
wara to my wifeand children, whoare at present at 
Reading, Hamilton County, O., with her father, 
Charles E. Liemann. * 

There is $100 due me asa burial fund from the Tin 
and Sheetiron Workers’ Union of 189 Bowery. 

This letter was undoubtedly written pre- 
vious to Dec ll, as two bank- books show that 
he opened accounts with the Bleeker Street 
Savings Bank andthe Bowery Bank on Dec. 
he In one he deposited $150 and $140 in the 
other. 

The Coroner thinks Harvey was attacked 
with apoplexy, and rushing to the window 
threw up the sash to get air. He must have 
died.immediately.
